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Closing  Exercises 

The  first  public  use  of  the  auditorium  of  the  new 
school  building  was  on  the  evening  of  June  20,  1939. 
At  that  time  the  building  was  opened  for  general  in- 
spection. 

A  pleasing  program  was  presented  by  the  children 
as  closing  exercises.  Mrs.  Winnifred  Varney,  chairman 
of  the  School  Board,  presented  certificates  of  gradu- 
ation to  the  members  of  the  eighth  grade  who  had 
successfully  completed  their  work  and  were  prepared 
to  enter  high  school.

Report  of  School  Health  Work 
To  the  Townspeople,  School  Board,  and  Superintendent 

of  Schools: 

Gilford  schools  have  been  without  any  general  epi- 
demic of  contagious  disease  with  the  exception  of  a 
number  of  cases  which  physicians  called  "Scarlatina." 
A  few  of  these  pupils  were  not  attended  by  physicians 
and  the  quarantine  was  not  very  uniform.  There  were 
a  few  serious  cases  requiring  drastic  treatment. 

A  neighborhood  service  club  in  Gilford  gave  the 
money  that  enabled  five  children  to  be  tested  for  glasses 
and  four  of  them  to  be  fitted.  The  fifth  child  has  been 
referred  to  other  agencies  and  application  made  for 
clinic  treatment  either  at  Boston  or  Hanover.  Glasses 
alone  will  not  correct  the  vision  defect  which  is  grow- 
ing rapidly  worse.  This  money  made  it  possible  for 
this  fact  to  be  discovered  in  the  eve  examination  in 
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time  for  something  to  be  done  to  prevent  blindness. 

Three  children  had  tonsil  and  adenoid  operations 
last  year,  but  only  two  in  town  were  known  to  have 
had  any  dental  work  done.  A  school  dental  clinic  is 
at  present  the  greatest  need  of  the  Gilford  pupils. 
With  the  increased  enrollment  in  the  new  building,  the 
need  for  a  dental  clinic  greatly  increases  while  at  the 
same  time  it  seems  more  difficult  of  accomplishment  for 
lack  of  funds  to  stand  back  of  the  work. 

Cooperation  was  given  the  Board  of  Health  Nurse, 
Miss  Vivian  Jennings,  with  her  Pre-school  and  Toxoid 
Clinic  in  June,  A  very  good  percentage  of  the  pre- 
school children  in  Gilford  were  examined  at  this  clinic 
and  it  is  hoped  that  they  will  go  to  school  when  the 
time  comes  in  better  physical  condition  for  having  had 
this  examination  and  its  resulting  recommendations. 
About  thirteen  more  children  were  protected  against 
diphtheria  by  the  toxoid  innoculations. 

With  the  up-to-date  facilities  made  available  in 
the  fine  new  school  building  opened  this  Spring  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  better  habits  in  cleanliness  will  be  estab- 
lished. Some  of  the  children  need  these  habits  de- 
veloped.

Schools — Teachers 

The  new  building  was  formally  accepted  on  March 
23,  1939,  but  there  remained  certain  minor  details  to 
be  completed.  Three  rooms  were  opened  for  use  on 
May  1.  To  Miss  Ethel  Fish  were  assigned  the  pupils 
in  grades  one  and  two ;  to  Miss  Eunice  Hunt,  grades 
three,  four  and  five ;  and  to  Mrs.  Dorothy  Davis,  grades 
six,  seven  and  eight. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Davis  resigned  in  June.  It  was  then 
necessary  to  select  two  new  teachers  in  order  to  carry 
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out  the  policy  which  had  been  determined  upon:  of 
assigning  all  the  elementary  pupils  of  the  district  to 
the  central  school.  Miss  Natalie  Haddock  of  Lakeport, 
a  graduate  of  Plymouth  Teachers'  College,  and  Mr. 
Norman  Sargent,  a  graduate  of  Keene  Teachers'  Col- 
lege, were  chosen.  Both  Miss  Haddock  and  Mr.  Sargent 
were  experienced  teachers. 

The  new  policy  necessitated  considerable  additional 
transportation.  The  arrangements  made,  while  not 
ideal,  have  not  resulted  in  any  hardships  to  the  pupils.
